Conflicting Reports of War 
in Venezuela... 


Government Troops Said to Have 
Routed the Rebels, 
And the Latter Claim to Have Won 
a Great Victory. 


A Possibility That the United States and 
England May Become Involved in 
the Little Republic's In- 
ternal Brolls. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

New York, April 16.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The steamship Philadel- 
phia arrived from Laquayara today and 
brought information of a battle between 
government’ forces and revolutionists 
at Trujillo, Venezuela. Carlos R. 
Bruno, who was a passenger, said that 
business is almost at a standstill at Car- 
acas. 

In the battle at Trujillo it is reported 
that 150 were killed and a large num- 
ber wounded. The government forces 
were under command of Gen. Cipriano 
Costri and the revolutionists were un- 
der Gen. Aravgo. The rebels were supe- 
rior in numbers, but deficient in disci- 
pline and equipment nag fought from 
trees, rocks and ot protections. 
The government forc ; charged and 
drove the rebels from their shelter, but 
they dgain rallied and made a stubborn 
resistance. The government forces 
were repulsed,‘but rallied and, owing 
to superior discipline, scattered the 
rebels and the government troops were 


| finally victorious. 


There is noconstitutional government 
in Venezuela, as the term of Palacio ex- 
pired February 28 and no election has 
been held since. So the affairs of the 
country are ina state of anarchy. Pa- 
lacio retains the government illegally 
and by force. 

“The report that the trouble in Vene- 
zuela is settled,’’ said. Sefior Brunn, 
‘arises from ignorance, or willful per-- 
version of the facts.”’ 

Capt. Chambers, of the Philadelphia, 
on the contrary, denied the reports of 
civil war and a general insurrection in 
Venezuela, saying that everything in 
the country is perfectly quiet, in fact, 
that all things considered he never 
knew the country to be in a more tran- 
guil condition. 

Roma Paoz, the Venezuelan consul, 
has received an official cSmmunication 
stating that by order of Palacio peace 
will soon.be established and that there 
remain only small armed factions in the 
states of Los Angeles and Ariqua; that 
Gen. Crespo is fleeing to Los Llaveros 
with a few horsemen, Official bulletins 
received bv the consul give government 
reports which indicatte general en- 

agements with the insurrectionists. 

n the account of the fight at St. Sebas- 
cium, it is reported that the government 
lost 100 men. Gens. Garrilla and Ter- 
reu, with 200 riflemen, pursuing the 
rebel forces, were repulsed at San Se- 
bastian. 

A special to morning paper from La. 
Guayra, Venezuela, states that Gen. 
Crespo, leader of the insurgents, has 
won a decisive battle, having seized the 
English-owned railway leading from 
Tucacas to Barqusementi. In all re- 
cent engagements Crespo is said to have 
been victorious, though his forces were 
considerably outnumbered by the gov- 
ernment’s army. 

MAY INVOLVE THIS COUNTRY. 

A Washington special says: ‘The 
civil warin Venezuela will involve - the 
United States at no distant dayin a con- 
troversy with Great Britain. The dif- 
ficulty between the United States and 
Great Britain, if it arises, will 
be caused by the mother coun- 
try’s forcible encroachments upon 
lands which Venezuela claim are 
her own property. Inthe dispute over 
the boundary line between the eastern 
border of Venezuela and the western 
border of British Guinea, Venezuela 
asked us, through the Bureau of Ameri- 
can Republics, to induce Great Britain 
to consent to arbitration. This Presi- 
dent ‘Harrison and Secretary Blaine 
have already done, through Minister 
Lincoln, but the progress made is not 
satisfactory. 

‘‘It is quite possible this Government, 
in support of the Monroe doctrine, may 
find it necessary to do more than act as 
a medium in diplomatic intercourse be- 
tween Venezuela and Great Britain, 
and .ake a more active part in the dis- 
pute in order to prevent the spoilation 
of the South American republic while 
in the throes of civil war.”’ 


A GLOOMY PICTURE. 
What a Correspondent Saw in the Famine. 
stricken Districts of Russia. 

Lonpon, April 16.—|By Cable and 
Associated Press.| Reuter’s corre- 
spondent has finished a tour of the 
famine-stricken districts of Russia, and 
summing up says that the same picture 
of extravagance was presented to him 
everywhere. Immense forests have 
been wantonly cut; rivers have been 
neglected and industries ruined. The 
peasants are regarded by the authori- 
ties simply as a tax-paying unit and the 
welfare of their minds dnd bodies is a 
matter of supreme indifference. The 
country is face to face with bank- 
ruptcy. The land is exhausted and the 
agriculture system is a hopeless fail- 
ure. Nihilists are eagerly taking ad- 
vantage of the discontent to extermin- 
ate the propoganda and practical re- 
formers are divided on the question 
what should be done to remedy the evils. 


SLAUGHTER IN A CHURCH. 
A Madman Slays the Priest and Several 
of the Worshipers. 

Maprip, April 16.—[By Cable and 
Associated Press.] A horrible deed was 
committed yesterday in a church at 
Anglesola, Father Francisco Marti, 
who was holding Good Friday services, 
was knecling at the altar, when a man 
armed with a revolver and a sword 
sprang out, struck the priest, nearly 
seyering his head from his body and 
cutting off one hand. The priest fell 
dead and his blood flowed down the altar 
steps.’ The -assassin then turned and 


began firing into the crowded congrega- 
tion right and left. The people fled, 

‘~-stricken, toward the exits. One 
; eas, hit by a bullet and fell for- 


number of 
others were hit or seriously 
injured and some will ae. 7 

The assassin having gon his re- 
volver sprang into the fleeing crowd, 
and wielding his bloody sword, slashed 
right and left, dangerously wounding 
many. The crowd parted in terror and 
the assassin having reached the street 
started onarun. All efforts to capture 
him are so far unavailing. It is be- 
lieved he has committed suicide, It is 
not doubted that he wasinsane. It is 
thought he was a retired soldier. 

LaTeR.—A man named Alsina, who is 
identified as the assassin who took 
Father Marti’s life, has been arrested. 


ENGLAND'S IDLE MIN ERS. 


Far-reaching and Disastrous Results of 
the Great Strike. 

‘Lonpon, April 16.—The daily effects 
of the strike of Durham coal miners, in- 
augurated on the 12th of March, are 
becoming more apparent. Stocks of 
fuel are either entirely or nearly en- 
tirely exhausted. Never in the history 
of the industry in the North of England 
has there been so grave a crisis. It is 
impossible to correctly estimate the 
number of men who have been thrown 
out of work. 

The huge iron yards are silent and 
almost deserted. At Middlesboro, the 
great iron manufacturing center, all 
firms are preparing to suspend opera- 
tions. The situation of affairs is un- 
precedented. 

Among the miners’ families there is 
much suffering and many are depending 
on charity. The miners are said to be 
firm in their determination not to ac- 
cept a reduction in wages, but ata re- 
cent ballot as to whether they should 
accept the masters’ terms about 30,000 
strikers did not vote. It is not known 
if the men would accept a compromise. 
Meanwhile the situation shows no signs 
of improvement. 


‘ A CUBAN BOMB. 
An Explosion at a Church Door Causes a 
Panic. 

Havana, April 16.—[By Cable and 
Associated Press.| Considerable excite- 
ment was caused here Thursday even- 
ing by a terrific explosion at the Church 
of San Nicholas, where evening service 
was being held, and the church was 
thronged. The explosion caused the 
greatest consternation, the worshipers 
huddling together in terror and the 
priests withdrawing from the pulpit. 
The congregation left the building in a 
panic. An investigation showed that a 
bomb had been exploded at the entrance 
of the church, and, though-the explo- 


sion had terrific force, but little dam-. 


age was done and nobody was hurt. 

In some quarters the explosion is at- 
tributed Anarqpists. Others 
that parties in Spain have sent emissa- 
ries to Cuba, and that this is the first of 
a series of outrages which they will at- 
tempt to perpetrate. 


The “Crimping” System. 

Lonpon, April 16.—Capt. Donovan, 
of the British ship Dumbarton Rock, at 
Dunkirk, from Portland, Or., has told 
for publication his experience with 
“‘crimps’’ while at Astoria, November 8. 
The Standard, commenting upon the 
Captain’s story, points to the urgent 
necessity forthe government inducing 
the United States to abolish ‘‘crimping”’ 
by the suppression of desertion, which 
| has always ceased when ship masters 
are permitted to arrest men who quit 
their ships without leave. 

The Standard adds that the ganga of 
roughs and ‘‘crimps’’ which at present 
infest and disgrace the ports of the 
United States, would be compelled to 
seek other pursuits, if such permission 
were given captains of vessels in Amer- 
ican ports. 


Wintry Weather in England. 

Lonpon, April 16.—Telegrams from 
various parts of Great Britain report 
that the wintry weather which set in a 
few days ago still continues. A tele- 
gram from Ventnor, on the south coast 
of the Isle of Wight, noted for the mild- 
ness of its climaie, says that there is 
four inches of snow there. Telegraph 
linesin England are greatly interfered 
with by snow, which, With sleet, has 
broken many wires. 


A Prominent Clergyman Dead. 
Lonpon, April 16.—Rev. D. Allen, D. 
D., a well-known Congregational min- 
ister, died today. For twenty-two 
years he was editor of the British Quar- 
terly Review. He was twice elected 
chairman of the Congregational Union. 


Baron Fava to Retarn. 
Rome, April 16.—Baron Fava has re- 
cieved orders to return to his post at 
the Italian legation in Washington. 


THE NEW NAVY. 


The Ships Now Being Built Will Not Soon 
Become Obsolete. 

PirtssurcH, April 16.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] A.C. Buel, of the Cramp 
shipbuilding firm, is in the city looking 
after armor plate contracts for war 
vessels now under course of construc- 
tion. He said that cruisers Nos. 12 
and 15 are most advanced. No. 12 
will be launched in July, The cruisers 
are known as commerce destroyers and 
are classed by themselves. They are 
longer and narrower than other cruis- 
ers, being 416 feetin length, 56 feet 
beam and 21 feet water epth, They 
are of 7500 tons displacement. Each 
has three screws or propellers and must 
make twenty-one knots an hour. 

When all the ships now under con-— 
tract are completed, the new navy will 
have forty ships, including practice ves- 
sels, and the general opinion is that 
Congress will continue the present 
progress for ten years, and the number 
of vessels will reach 100. 

He was asked whether the present 
ships will not be obsolete soon, He 
considers that a great fallacy. He 
said: ‘*We have now reached the max- 
imum development in steam and steel, 
andl look for no change for a genera- 
tion at least. A ship of any class. 
thoroughly effective in 1892 would con- 
tinue to be so for years, if it lasted.’’ 


The Mohican Repaired. 

Wasurneton, April 16.—The Navy 
Department.-is informed that the U.S.S. 
Mohican has been taken out of the Brit- 
ish dry dock at Esquimalt, B. C., fully 
repaired. She has been ordered to 
cruise in Puget Sound fora ‘short time, 
visiting the ports of Tacoma and 
Seattle. 


ARMED 


The Wyoming War Threat- 
ens to Break Out Again, 


Thousands of Rystlers Prepared to 
Resist Federal Troops. 


Determined to Secure the Prisoners 
and Lynch Them. 


The Captive Cattlemen to Be Taken to 
Fort Douglas, Near Salt Lake 
City—An Attack Expected 
on the Way. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Omauna (Neb.,) April 16.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] There is great activ- 
ity at the headquarters of the Depart- 
ment of the Platte. Gen. Brooke has 
made arrangements to stay up all night. 
He refuses to give any details, but it is 
known that important news has been 
received from Wyoming. 

Col. Van Horn, commandant at Fort 
McKinney, has telegraphed for permis-. 
sion to transfer Sutherland and Carpen- 
ter, invadiug cattlemen captured by the 
sheriff and rustlers before the fight at 


} the T. A. ranch, from the jail at Buffalo, 


Wy., to the guard-house, as he fears an 
attack on the jail by rustlers. Author- 
ity was wired to make the transfer. 
The prisoners at Fort McKinney are 
anxious to be taken to Cheyenne under 
military escort, as they are afraid if 
they are not they will not get out of 
Northwestern Wyoming alive. 


A THREATENING OUTLOOK. 


Thousands of Rustlers Preparing to At- 
tack the Troops. 

Cuicaco, April 16.—|By the Associ- 
ated Press.| The Inter Ocean’s special 
from Cheyenne, Wyo., says that today’s 
news from Johnson county predicts an- 
other outbreak of the rustler war. The 
rustlers are greatly excited and very 
bitter against the cattlemen imprisoned 
at Fort McKinney. They threaten to 
lynch them if they can capture them. 
The prisoners are to be moved to Fort 
Douglas, near Salt Lake City. Col. Van 
Horn, warned that the troops will be 
attacked en route, is preparing for and 
expects an engagement, If the rustlers 
make an attack there is certain to be a 
sanguinary battle. The rustlers, who 
number over 10,000 and are all well 


armed, insist that Hesse, Ford and El- | 


liott, imprisoned cattlemen, shall be de- 
livered tothem. If they get the pris- 
oners the latter will certainly be hanged. 
Col. Van Horn hesitates to remove the 
prisoners, fearing that the troops will 
be overpowered. The leader of the 
rustlers is M. A. Reider, a young Metho- 
dist preacher, who possesses the abso- 
lute confidence of his followers. 

Acting Governor Barbour of Wyoming 
is much concerned over the situation, 
and has telegraphed to the sheriff of 
Johnson connty that under no circum- 
stances will the prisoners be delivered 
to the civil authorities till safety and 
a fair trial is guaranteed. He also re- 
quested Van Horn to obtain the custody 
of five cattlemen, now in the Buffalo 
jeil, and ordered Sheriff Angus to de- 
liver them at Fort McKinley. Gov. 
Barbour is determined to check the 
warfare, even if he hasto call on the 
Government for troops. Everybody 
familiar with the situation is apprehen- 
sive of another outbreak. 

Denver (Colo.,) April 16.—A_special 
from Douglas, Wyo., says that the feel- 
ing against the perpetrators of the 
Johnson county outrage is hourly grow- 
ing moreintense. The refusalof the 
Governor to order the prisoners de- 
livered to Sheriff Angus to be arraigned 
and tried for murder is losing the stock- 
men all the friends and sympathy they 
had. It is doubtful if there are today a 
dozen men in the county who would not 
volunteer to go, at their own expense, to 
Buffalo to assist Sheriff Angus in main- 
taining his rights and enforcing the law. 

The ranchmen are preparing for the 
worst. There is nota rifle in stock in 
the hardware stores at Glen Rock, and 
several have been telegraphed for to be 
sent by express. 


Dr. Penrose All Right. 

April 16.—State Sen- 
ator Boise Penrose returned here from 
Washington tonight and exhibited a 
telegram from his brother, Dr. Charles 
Bingham Penrose, whose arrest as a 
cattle bandit was recently reported 
from Wyoming. The dispatch says: ‘'I 
am safe at Cheyenne and have a lawyer. 
Newspaper stories up to date are un- 
true.’’ 


Attorneys Fight in a Courtroom. 

Lake City, April 16.—During 
the damage suit of James Duckworth 
against the Salt Lake City Railroad 
Company for $20,000 forthe death of 
Duckworth’s son, today, Charles Bald- 
win, plaintiff's counsel, insinuated that 
witnesses for the defense had perjured 
themselves and that James R. Rawlins, 
counsel for the defense, had knowledge 
of the same. Rawlins objected, and 
Judge Anderson was in the act of reply- 
ing when Baldwin repeated his remark 
and Rawlins struck him a heavy blow 
inthe face, Baldwin seized a water 
pitcher-and threw it at Rawlins, cutting 

-his forehead slightly. Order was re- 
stored) when;the-belligerents were over- 
powered and fined $50 for contempt. 


Interstate Commerce Law Violations. 

Cuicaco, April 16.—Itis reported that 
more investigations into alleged viola- 
tions of the Interstate Commerce law 
will be made by the federal grand jury 
which is called to convene May 8.

HOW TO GET THERE, 


‘Important Information for In-

Letter from a Man Who is Contem-

J. H. Woodard, Esq., [‘‘Jayhawker’’} 
Los A1weles, Cal.—Dear Str: I am a 
Republican, and some of my neighbors 
and friends have been urging me to en- 
ter the race as a candidate for the Leg- 
islature. It will cost me more than the 
salary of the office to make the cam- 
paign and I cannot afford to spend the 
time forthe empty honor of beinga 
member of the Legislature. Knowing 
that you was at Sacramento asa looker- 
on during the last session of the Legis- 
lature, I take the liberty of asking you 
to give me ail the points you can to en- 
able me so make a decision. ‘‘What is 
there in it’ for members who are not 
there for health, and how do they catch 
on? Anearly reply will greatly oblige 

An Anxious INQUIRER. 


Response. 

The above correspondent writes in a 
spirit of frankness, and is entitled to 
an answer in the same vein. He wants 
to know how the machine works, not 
knowing that he is not in the swim, for 
the reason that the ‘‘Boss.” the man 
who will dothe trading on the votes of 
members, has probably selected some 
one else for the nomination. - But it 
may be that he has been selected and 
wants to know the lines upon wate his 
‘*Boss’’ will use him. 

The field of operation in the ext As- 
sembly will be large, but it is possible 
that the revenue of members will be 
small. There are now five leading Re- 
publican dealers in legislative cattle in 
this State, and as they must 
have a-living before the members 
reach a “‘“divy’? the Legislators 
will have to be very careful how they 
dispose of themselves to the brokers. 
If it should turn out that no one dealer 
owns enough of the live stock to fill an 
order, he will have to combine with 
other dealers, and thus the per cent. of 
the middlemen leaves but little for the 
animals. Itis points like this which 
the innocent member needs to be cau- 
tious about. 

HOW TO GRT THERE. 

This is the primary matter with the 
fresh aspirant, and is the substruction 
of the whole work. Inthe first place 
you must learn who are the different 
candidates for the United States Sen- 
ate. These candidates always have a 
manager, and if you have any notoriety 
as a political worker, or ballot-box 
stuffer, the managers will &nd you and 
propose to pay the cost of a canvass if 
you will pledge yourselt—and se- 
curity that you will fulfill the 
the pledge—to vote for the pledgee in 
case you are elected. The old custom 
was to cover under one pledge, or bill 
of sale, all the requirements of aggre- 
gated capital, but lately that custom 
has fallen into ‘“‘innocuous desuetude,’’ 
and a billof sale on the Senatorship 
does net include anything else. 

In dealing with a Senatorial managet 
great care should be exercised in the 
selection of the ‘‘most suitable man.”’ 
He must be a man who has not only the 
ability but the willingness to pav. 
‘‘Pay today, trusttomorrow,’’ must be 
your motto, and only by its strict ob- 
servancecan you hope to prosper. The 
amount which the manager should ad- 
vance will depend upon the sum of ag- 
gregated capital which his . incipal 
represents. Railroads, steamship com- 
panies, oil compantes and kindred cor- 
porations usually offer the greatest 
incentive. Sixty-one votes are neces- 
sary to elect, but as there are not sixtys 
one sure Senatorial and Assembly ‘dis- 
tricts, the managers must arrange to 
carry certain doubtful districts. In the 

ast this has always been done in San 
where, in acity of over 800,- 
000 people, the courts have never been 
able to find thirteen honest men to 
make a majority of a grand jury. It 
is probable that the managers of both 
political parties will look to that field 
for the balance of power, as heretofore. 
If they do, the bulk of the campaign 
fund must be expended thrre, and will 
cause a heavy draft on the State treas- 
ury to square the account. 

But I am drifting away from the 
question of the campaign fund. It is 
reasonable to suppose that the Senators 
to be elected this fall will have to vote 
for two United States Senators, and 
their expenses will necesarily be three 
times as great as those of Assembly- 
men. A manager who earnestly desires 
his principal elected ought to be will- 
ing to advance $1000 for the campaign 
fund of an Assemblyman. The practice 


|} —as laid down in the Rea libel suit—has 


been to make the payments in instal- 
ments, and it is easier to get it in this 
way. If your chances of nomination 
are not absolutely certain, you had bet- 
ter tellthe manager that if he will get 
you nominated you will defray your own 
expenses after that. Once you are 
nominated, you can demand all the help 
necessary, as the manager cannot afford 
to change horses in the middle of 
the stream. *The larger your party 
majority in your district the larger 
your campaign expenses must be, be- 
cause the manager will know that he 
must have you. Don’t be afraid to ask 
enough—the manager and his principal 
are not in the business for health. You 
ought, by reasonable charges and pru- 
dent expenditures, be abie to save 
‘enough out of the campaign to pay off 
the mortgage on your property. In no 
event should you think of accepting less 
than $1000 on account of. your cam- 
paign expenses, and this being the 
Presidential year, you. are not an econ- 
omist if you do not save $999 of the 
amount. Candidates for county offices, 
for Congress and the would-be Federal 
brigade will put up the money to buy 
the votes, if any are needed. 
WHAT TO DO WHEN YOU GET THERE. 

Shortly after the election you should 
visit San Francisco. , You can go to the 
Palace Hotel and take aroom on the 
European plan, which will cost you 
about $2 per day. Your meals and 
drinks will be paid for by friends who 
will be only too glad to entertain you. 
The Senatorial manager with whom you 
have been operating will call upon you, 
and probably introduce you to Hon. 
Cichard Rhute, Col. Baniel Durns, Kar- 
tin Melley and éther d interested pa- 
triots, who will give you the right steer 
in many things., Not being a sensitive 
man, you will not feel, after leaving the 
metropolis, as though you had been 
dragged through a sewer. But you 
should not close with any offers made 
you while in San Francisco; you only 
feel of the market. Do not let any one 
know that you are worth less than 
$100,000. If the patriots think you 


are hard up, show them that they are 


mistaken. And when you have them 
fully impressed, leave for home. 
AT SACRAMENTO. 

It is best to go to the Capital about a 
week before the session opens. It don’t 
matter which hotel you stop at there, 
no one of themi can be worse than the 
others. Den’t talk much on any subject 
except that you have not decided who 
would be the best man for Senator. | 
This will cause the Senatorial manager 
with whom you have been, dealing to 
see that - are not neglected. The 
brokers will find you soon enough, and 
,tell you that their combinations are 
“complete and that they do not need your 
vote, but that they will strain a point 
and try to get youin. The experienced 
broker always does this, and such tac- 
tics usually catch the verdant Assembly- 
man. Give yourself plenty of time to 
learn whether you are dealing with a 
regular broker or a curbstone art- 


ist. You will know the regular— 
or, I might sey official—broker 
by the air equality ‘with 


which he will approach the various 
State officers, in whosé offices, or the 
State Library, he is generally to be 
found. Itis best to deal with the reg- 
ulars, though this is not always the 
most profitable. At times these regu- 
lars are seized witha spasm of econ- 
omy, and will insist on adeal for the 
whole session. Had this rule been 
strictly adhered to inthe past, there 
would have been no dynamite waste- 
baskets, or other explosives developed. 
But, on the other hand, there should be 
an agreement covering the regular 
operations, leaving time and circum- 
stances to bring the new deals to the 
front. 
SCALE OF PRICES.

On all specific appropriation bills, *4 of 1 
cent per vote. 

This list does not include all of the 
regular matters, but enough are given 
to show that each member of the pool 
should get $5000 for the session. You 
can thus see that allof the members of 
the pool would get only the trifling sum 
of $810,000 for their services, and 
leave only $190,000 to divide among 
the brokers. 

There is one point upon which the 
members of the House must be espcci- 
ally guarded, and if they manage it 
right, the Senators will have no advan- 
tage over Assemblymen. That point is 
prohibition legislation. Sixteen Sena- 
tors can combine and prohibit the pas- 
sage of anv of the regulation cinch bills. 
At $5000 each, this would only cost 
the brokers $80,000 for all prohibitive 
legislation, and that is the kind of ser- 
vice in which are the greatest rewards. 
Of course you can see that this Sena- 
torial action is nothing less than down- 
right robbery of members of the House 
—hence no Senate bill of any kind 
should be passed by the House until pro- 
hibitive arrangements are made with 
the House combine. All affirmative 
legislation must be passed by both 
houses before Executive approval, and 
on all such measures there will, or 
should be, an honest divide. There is 
no reason why Senators should have the 
advantage over Assemblymen, and no 
true legislator would ask it. 

A strict observance of the foregoing 
suggestions will bring honor and profit 
without the slightest risk of injury to 
reputation. The payors in all these 
matters are rich and influential, and in 
case of any disclosure, they will be 
bound to see to it that the payees are 
are not disturbed in any way by inquis- 
itive grand juries or minions of the 
law. Being charged with accepting 
the usual legislative favors brings no 
discredit, at least such has never been 
the case in this State. 

All contracts for money payments 
should be made in San Francisco or 
Sacramento, and all payments should 
be made in one of these places, no 
matter which. Contracts for payment 
at the end of the session are usually 
made payable at San Francisco, where 
the payors mostly reside. If for South- 
ern California services it ig just as well 
to make collections at the Capital, 
though it can be done at San Francisco, 

Should you require further details of 
operations I will gladly furnish them on 
any point which you may desire infor- 
mation upon. Never having been a 
payor or a legislator there may be de- 
tails with which lam not familiar.

N. B.—After settlement of accounts 
never goto any one to inquire if the 
broker ‘‘has held out any money on 
you.’? It is reported that not less than 
twenty-three members of a past Legis- 
lature did this and thus disclosed 
man who only suspected them, the full 
amounts which they had _ received. 
And, above all things, don’t confide in 
any of your fellow-legislators to 
handle any of your dues. They are not, 
as a rule, upright men like the brokers. 
But if any member of the House should

him investigated and disgraced. You 
need not fear the majority; they will 
always stand together. J.

A Temporizing Policy to Be Adopted 
on Important Measures.

April 16.—[Copyright, 1892, 
by the New York Associated Press.] 
Emperor William, hoping that personal 
intervention would lead to a re- 
newal of friendly relations between 
the Conservatives and the gov- 
ernment, oharged Von Waldersee 
to ascertain what concessions were 
necessary toceffect a _ reconciliation. 
Von Waldersee found that the Conser- 
vatives would accept nothing less than 
areturn toa policy of which clerical 
control of education is a leading feature. 
The Conservatives have given a promi- 
nent place on the programme to an 
anti-Jewish policy. The political re- 
grouping now going on tends to solidify 
the Conservative and Centrist coali- 
tion. The organization of the pro- 
jected new Cartel party row appears 
unlikely, although the Emperor has 
advised that the coalition would meet 
with his approval. The position is; 
therefore, as follows: When theReich- 
stag and Landtag reassemble the gov- 
ernment will be confronted by a strong 
Conservative and Centrist majority in 
both bodies. Ministerial weakness will 
cause a postponement of the introduc- 
tion in the Keichstag of the new mili- 
bind bill adding 50,000 mento the army, 

the question of the salary of Von 
Daleabers will be dodged in the Land- 
tag by giving him the Ministry. of the. 
Interior. Before the government 
thought it politic to deny the existence 
of the military bill the measure was an- 
nounced, the most striking portion of 
which is, that the term of service shall 
be only two years. The bill further en- 
tails large estimates for artillery, be- 
sides the increase in the number of 
men. Officials favor a recourse to a 
duty on alcohol, despite the popular 
antagonizing at a plan to raise the. nec- 
essary money. 

SOCIALIST SUCCESSES. 

Socialists obtained a victory in the 
industrial tribunal elections, carrying 
off whatexer was of value, even in 
strong Catholic towns.

Electricity from the Clouds. 4 

R. A. Walker, an engineer located at 
a silver mine in South Bolivia, has writ- 
ten a letter to President Palmer of the 
World’s Fair. outlining a plan for drain- 
ing a supply of electricity from the 
clouds. Mr, Walker’s station is 15,500 
feet above sea level. that height,”’ 
he writes, ‘‘one seems to live in an at- 
mosphere of electricity, which has sug- 
gested to my mind the feasibility of 
producing a cheap light by means of a 
captive balloon in connection with a 
dynamo, a wire being used for the con- 
nection, to act as does the sucti6n pipe 
ofthe common pump. To run a pump 
with the suction pipe merely among the 
moisture of the top soil would require a 
tremendous speed to produce any kind 
of result as regards water supply. It is 
so with the now-a-day electric machine, 
or dynamo; it only collects the ‘mois- 
ture’ of the electric fluid on the earth’s 
surface; the steady stream, or ‘de- 
posit,’ is higher. It is surely reason- 
able to suppose that there is something, 
as I know there is, to be pumped down 
with as much ease and benefit as we 
pump water up.’”’ 

Mr. Walker’sidea of the generation 
of electricity by the dynamo must be 
very crude if he thinks it could be made 
to pump a current of electricity through 
any length of wire in the sense that 
water is pumped by suction: The cur- 
rent is really generated in the dynamo 
by the rapid revolution of an armature 
within the field of a magnet or magnets, 


cutting the lines of force.” It requires | 


great power to cut these lines of. force 
in a large machine, anda portion of the 
mechanical power is converted into 
another kind of force called electricity. 
Mr. Walker’s suggestion, to have any 
sort of practical bearing, would have 
to be amended so as to send the dynanro 


up into the sky on a balloon, there to be ' 
operated inthe more highly charged | 


atmosphere. This would be out of the 


‘question, of course. and’ reduces the 


whole matter to an absurdity. 


Many people are misled by the per- 
fectly proper assertion that electricity 
is not created, but evolved; that when- 
ever it is collected in unusual quantity 
in one place it is drawn from some 
other place in like quantity. The error 
comes in supposing that, when electric- 
ity is generated in a dynamo the cur- 
rent is sucked in from the surrounding 
atmosphere. ‘Mr. Walker has evidently 
fallen into this error, or he would not 
draw his simile of the dynamo ‘‘collect- 
ing the ‘moisture’ of the electric fluid 
on the earth’s surface”’ while the great 
deposit is higher up. 

As yet our generation of electricity is 
little else than the conversion of one 
form of force into another. For ex- 
ample, the latent energy in coal is 
utilized by combustion in the firebox of 
an engine to create heat. Heat is a 
mode of motion. It represents so.much 


energy liberated from the coal. The 


heat, in turn, generates steam. Steam 
may be termed a mode of motion, and 
represents so much energy imparted to 
the molecules of the water which form 
the expansive vapor. The expansive 
force of steam imparts motion to the 
piston of the engine, giving us mechan- 
ical power. Here the energy first 
evolved and once transmitted as molec- 
ular motion is converted into physical 
motion. It is really the same energy 
which we found in latent form :in the 
coal, but it has been employed to pro- 
duce successively three modes of motion. 

Now, if we go a step further and 
apply this power of the engine to run 
a dynamo, we shall change the mode of 


‘motion back to the domain of molecular 


physics—in other words, we generate a 
current of electricity. Of course the 
magnets. of the dynamo have played 
some part in this latest transformation, 
but the magnets have not furnished the 
impulse, the energy. Thus, while our 
dynamo has ‘absorbed’’ its electric 
current, so to speak, it has not ab- 


sorbed it from the surrounding atmos-. 


phere, but indirectly from the latent 
energy bound up in the coal. Edison 
is now cudgeling his‘brain to make the 
coal yield up its electrical energy 
directly as combustion, without putting 
it through the intermediary stages of 
steam and mechanical power. If he 
succeeds it will be the greatest achieve- 
ment of his life. 

Returning to our problem of electric- 
ity above the clouds, it is a question 
whether the dynamo would work at all 
in an atmosphere highly charged with 


electricity. Sometimes during the pre- 


valence ofan electric storm the tele- 
graph, telephone, fire alarm and elec- 
tric light systems are thrown out of 
working order entirely. In the case of 


the electric light this is probably due 


to the fact that the conductive capac- 
ity of the atmosphere is so great that 
the currents cannot: be confined to their 
proper channels. Allof.our electrical 
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appliances are constructed on the basis 
of utilizing the atmosphere as a dielec- 
tric or non-conductor. Whenever it be- 
comes a passably good conductor it de- 
feats the operation of the machines. 
Hence Mr. Walker’s ideas are funda- 
mentally wrong again, and if it were 
feasible for him to operate a dynamo 
several miles above the surface of the 
earth he Would not get much of a cur- 


rent from it. 
Nevertheless, we have long believed 


that the upper strata of the atmosphere 
constitute a vast’ storage battery of 
electricity and that, some time, man- 
kind may be able totapthis reservoir 
of force and draw itoffin a way to 
serve practical uses. -This idea has re- 
cently been taken up by scientists, and 
Benjamin Franklin’s kite has been 
brought into requisition again with 
some interesting results. Not long ago 


a French savant found that he could 


draw a current down a wire attached to 
a kite, and he was not obliged to fly the 
kite during a thunier-stormeither. He 
observed also that his electiometer in- 
dicated toa niceéty whether the kite 
was rising or falling, the force of the 
current being increased with attitude. 
This points to the possibility of obtain- 
ing a current of electricity of practical 
volume if we could only reach a suffi- 
ciently high ‘altitude and establish a 
conductor between that point and the 
earth. Probably no other appliance 
would be necessary than this to estab- 
lish a const@nt flow. The earth would 
furnish a negative pole sufficient to 
draw any current that could be brought 


through a wire. 
This idea is working in the minds of 


scientific people, and, some day, a 
method may be devised for tapping the 
great Leyden jar of the heavens and 
drawing away a portion of its charge. 
If that method ever comes into prac- 
tical operation several million dollars’ 
worth of dynamos will be thrown out of 
use and electricity for power, 
and the transmission of intelligence 
will be cheap. Mr. Edison’s achieve- 
ment of evolving electricity directly 
from heat would be boy’s play compared 
with it. The great dynamo of the 
solar system would be brought into re- 
quisition, and civilized man would go-up 
a step higher. | 


How Reciprocity Works. 
There isa homely old saying which 
refers the test of the pudding primarily 
to eating theteof. The same holds witb 


| respect to the reciprocity policy of the 


Government, Democratic papers never 
tire of sneering atit as a ‘scheme for 
bringing foreign countries under the 
shadow of our protective policy,’’ but, 
after all, the best test is found in an 
answer to the question, How does it 
work? An interesting example is found 
in the development of. our trade rela- 
tions with Cuba. In the matter of 
exports of flour it is found that the vol- 
ume for January and February of this 
year was increased sevenfold over the 
corresponding period of last year. In 
the first two months of 1891 they 
amounted to $77,310; in the first two 
months of 1892 they were $539,949. 
In sixty days after the new treaty went 
into effect the United States sent nearly 
as much flour to Cuba as it had sent in 
the entire year preceding. So much 
for flour: 

But there are other important items 
covered by the reciprocity arrange- 
ment, and the Washington authorities 
have prepared some figures concerning 
them which are gratifying and signifi- 
cant.. The following table shows the 
exports of several articles affected by 
the treaty for the eight months ending 
February 29, 1892, as compared with

And the 
effects of reciprocity are being only 
partially felt as yet. For competing 
Canadian agricultural products are pow 
being admitted into Cuba and Porto 
Rico under the same conditions as our 
products. But Spain has “denounced” 
the commercial treaty with the British 
government, by which the Canadians 
claim this ‘‘most favored nation” 
privilege. The treaty expires on July 
1, next. Thereafter, Canadian prod- 
ucts will have to pay full duty in Cuba 
and Porto, Rico, and we shall enjoy a 
practical monopoly of the colonial mar- 


kets.

AMONG THE BOOMERS, 


Excitement Increasing Throughout 
Oklahoma. 


Much Anxiety Over the Non-appearance 
of the President’s Proclamation 
Opening the Coveted Lands 
to Settlement, 


Telegraph to The Times. 

OKLAHOMA City, April 16,—|By the 
Associated Press.] Instructions pro- 
hibiting the filing of more than two de- 
claratories by one person and that 
filings cannot be made by mail, have 
had the effect of bringing hundreds of 
old soldiers here. Those in line before 
the land office are having a hard time 
to retain their positions and on Tues- 
day a general stampede is expected 
which may cause bloodshed. A troop 
of soldiers are in camp here, but it is 
doubtful if they can keep the thousands 
of excited and determined men in order. 
Three hundred coaches arrived today. 
over the Santa Fé and the occupants 
say they will push their way into the 
office irrespective of lines. A serious 
conflict is expected. Unless the newly- | 
appointed registrar receives his com- 
mission before Tuesday no filings can 
be made, in which event the actual set- 
tlers will win. 

KINGFISHER (Oklahoma,) April 16.— 
The boomers are swarming like bees 
along the line of the reservation and 
Kingfisher presents the wildest scene of 
excitement ever experienced, The olé@ 
soldiers are discouraged and many are 
leaving for home. The parties respon- 
sible for the instructions regarding the 
opening are loudly derounced, and one 
prominent Iowa veteran today wired 
Senator Allen to induce the President 
to rescind the orderand ‘save the old 
soldiers and Ben Harrison.’’ 

With all the wild excitement no se- 
rious casualties or trouble have oc- 
curred. The troops have their hands 
full keeping ‘‘sooners’’ out of the: reser- 
vation. New maps showing Indian 
allotments have intensified the feeling, 
as the Indians have the most choice 
lands and control the greater part of 
the wood and water. The same scenes 
of excited activity prevail all along the 
line. Doubtless there are five persons 
for each claim in the reservation, and 
if the rush continues unabated till next. 
Tuesday not one inten of all the home- 
seekers can get homes. The non-ap- 
pearance of the President’s proclama- 
tion opening the reservation, although 
Secretary Noble wired it would be 
opened on the 19th, is causing much 
anxiety, as the colonists are uncertain 
as to their future movements. 

Eu Reno (Oklahoma,) April 16.— 
Although the boomers are getting away 
from town and into a position for the 
rush next Tuesday some places are still 
filled to overflowing. The Indians will 
probably get a second instalment of 
their money, amounting to $75 each 
in cash instead of rations, during the 
next sixty days. A few Cheyennes are 
so much opposed to giving up lands that 
they so far have refused to draw the 
first installment. Maj. Lee is here and 
will investigate the spread of the Me- 
siah craze. | 


THE SISSETON SETTLERS, 


No Rows So Far—The Colonists Getting | 
Down to Work, 

Brown’s (Minn.,) April 16.— 
[By the Associated Press.] The open- 
ing of the Sisseton reservation so far as 
known was accomplished without a 
squatters’ row or any trouble of a seri- 
ous character. There were any num- 
ber of broken wheels, smashed axles 
and bruised boomers after the scramble, 
but on the whole the opening passed 
off without any contretemps. 

A few minutes before 1 o’clock the 
leaders in the townsite race arrived on 
the chosen ground, The first care 
of the locaters was to settle 
the women. Miss Bennett of Min- 
neapolis, Miss Sharpe, Mrs. Osborne, 
and .Miss. Dehart, and they were 
promptly installed on good land close to 
the townsite. Half an hour later a 


‘restaurant and a grocery store were 


running in full blast, while: a dozen 
frame shanties were in course of con- 
struction. Water and other necessaries 
in the reserve are plentiful and there 
will benosuffering. The military orders 
were carried out with praiseworthy 
precision and the troops are expected 
to be withdrawn on Monday. 

The crowd is increasiftg in the town- 
site and other portions of the reserva- 
tion. A few people who became lost in 
the prairie and thereby lost claims are 
coming in discouraged, bedraggled and 
exhausted. 

Watertown (S. D.,) April 16.—No con- 
flict between squatters and filers is vet re- 
ported, though many will probably come 
to light at the ‘expiration of the ninety 
days in which the squatters must file, 
Several loads of squatters left for the 
reservation today, being of the opinion | 
that there is still considerable lana un- 
entered. Although disputes-are numer- 
ous no serious trouble is reported. 

Lepesrwoop (N, D,,) April 16.—Therée 
was scarcely any trouble here in set- 
tling. In almost every instance the 
boomers got what they wanted... There 
is plenty of fine farming land to be had 
for several weeks to come; as the great- 
est rush was made to secure claims on 
the south end of the reserve.

Bank. 


ps The Appeal in the Storke Divorce 


Suit Must Stand. 


‘The Young Bilheimer Woman Must 
‘Remain in Jail. 


Writ of Habeas Corpus Denied by Judge 
Wade—Mosun Found Gullty of 
Marder—General Court 
News—New 


The Supreme Court, in bank, ren- 
dered its decision in the case of Louisa 
V. Martin (respondent,) vs. the Cali- 
fornia Centra! Railway Company (ap- 
pellant,) reversing the judgment and 
remanding the cause for a new trial. 

This action arose out of injuries re- 

. sulting inthe death of Arthur A. Mar- 
tin, husband of the respondent, who, at 
the time of his death, was a brakeman 
in appellant’s employ. While attempt- 
ing to couple a caboose and a freight 
car the cars came together and he was 
instantly killed. The cause of action 
was based upon the theory that appel- 
lant did not use ordinary care in the 
selection ot the couplings for the 
cars as operated and that Mar- 
tin met his death by reason of 
such fact. Appellant denied the unfit- 
ness of the machinery, and alleged that 
deceased knew the character of it and 
assumed the risk, and alsothat he was 
guilty of contribntory negligence. The 
reason for the reversal was that the 
court erred in instructing the jury as 
follows: “If the service to be per- 

_formed by said Martin in making the 
coupling was of a character to require 
that his exclusive attention should be 
fixed upon it, and that he should act 
with rapidity and promptness,.the law 
does not require that he should always 
bear in mind the nature, kind and dan- 
gerous character of said coupling appli- 
ances, or be prepared at all times to 
avoid it.” 

SUPREME COURT IN BANK. 

The Supreme Court, sitting in bank 
yesterday morning, denied the motion 
to dismiss the appeal in the cases of 
Yda Addis Storke vs. C. A. Storke, the 
Santa Barbara divorce case. 

The case of Phelps vs. Brown was or- 
dered to stand submitted. 

Inthe matter of ex parte Walter 
James, on habeas corpus proceedings, 
the petition for a writ was denied. The 
petitioner was indicted at Visalia for an 
assault with intent to commit -rape on 
February 4 last, but upon the trial of 
the case the jury, although instructed 
to acquit the defendant, disagreed and 
were discharged. James now claims 
that he has been once in jeopardy, but 
as this was not the case the writ was 
denied. ae 

MUST STAY IN JAIL. 

Cora Belheimer, the young woman 
who was recently held to answer by 
Justice Twichell of Santa Monica for 
taking away a female under the age of 
18 years, to-wit: one Clara Warner, 
from her father without his consent, for 
the purpose of prostitution, on April 5 
last, appeared before Judge Wade in 
Department Three yesterday afternoon 
upon a writ of habeas corpus, and by 
her counsel, C. C. Stephens, Esq., ap- 
plied for her release from the custody 
of the Sheriff, upon the ground that she 
was illegaily held, in that the testimony 
taken at the preliminary examination 
was insufficient to warrant her being 
held to answer. The testimony was 
then reviewed at some length by 
counsel for the petitioner, who argued 
that although the defendant might have 
contemplated such an act as was 
charged, she was shown not to have 
committed any overt act. He took the 
ground that the defendant was shown 
to have repented of the act before its 
consummation and advised the girl to 
go home, and that, therefore, the most 
that could be said of it was that she 
had attempted to commit the crime. 
He also argued that the defendant had 
merely told the girl that she knew a 
young man who would be glad to spend 
money on her, without telling her any- 
thing wrong. 

The Court, however, in denyiug the 
petition and remanding the prisoner, 
remarked that everyone with ordinary 
sense must know‘ that such a proposi- 
tion could have but one meaning, and 
the fact that the woman repented, upon 
learning that she was liable to be sent 
to the penitentiary, did not cut any fig- 
ure, as she had already enticed the girl 
away from her home. 

GUILTY AS CHARGED. 

The trialof the case against John 
Mosun, charged with having robbed C. 
I.. Cook of two watches on March 11 
last, was resumed before Judge Smith 
and a jury in Department One yester- 
day morning, the follpwing witnesses 
being called and examined for the de- 
fendant: Tom Aberdootch, C. L. ‘Cook, 
l.. Dejeorges, M. Marquez, F. Bessolo 
and S$. Cordano. The defense then 
rested its case, andafter C. C. Smith 
had been called in rebuttal by the pros- 
cution both sides closed. The matter 
was briefly argued, and at 11:42 o’clock 
it was submitted to the jury, who re- 
turned into court at noon with a ver- 
dict of “guilty as charged.”’

Mrs. Margaret A. Collier was granted 
a decree by Judge Clark yesterday di- 
vorcing her from Simael Collier, an 
employé ofthe Pacific (cable)  Rail- 
way Company, on the ground of failure 
to provide. |

tried the case of Mrs. Louisa Couch vs. 
Nicholas Couch, an action for divorce 
on the ground of desertion, and at the 
close of the testimony therein granted 
plaintiff a decree as prayed for.

Wright, was continued by Judge 
Shaw yesterday until Monday next, 
the plaintiff meanwhile being allowed 
to file her amended complaint therein.

A Favorable Showing.

Ventura county—Barley will be a heavy 
crop in the Santa Clara Valley, and the out. 
look for crops is favorable, but would be

crop on the mesa lands is béginning to suf- 


fer from the effects of drought and will be 


short unless rain fallssoon. Corn is com- 
ing up in the Cahuenga Valley. 
are blossoming finely in the San Gabriel 
Valley and promise a full average crop. 
Strawherries are ripening beautifully at 
Covina and are of fine quality; apricots are 
\%% to &% of an inch in diameter, and peaches 
and prunes are setting a very full crop. 
Prune trees at Duarte are in full bloom, 


with a prospect of a good crop. Appear- 


ances indicate a full average deciduous 
fruit crop at Pomona, but the barley and 
wheat crops will be light on the tablelands. 

San Bernardino county—The warm 
weather which prevails at Ontario and 
Chino is forcing a» vigorous owth on 
crops; trees are blossoming profusely and 
deciduous fruits goes a heavy yield. 
Over 3200 acres of sugar beets are doing 
well at Chino. The absence of rain has 
been very injurious to grain at Redlands 
and vicinity, aud the cropis estimated at 
one-half to two-thirds. Oranges are blos- 
soming finely and promise an average crop; 
peaches a fair crop and apricots below. 
Barley isthe only crop not irrigated at 
Alessandro, where the late sown grain is 
suffering from drought. 

Orange county—In consequence of the 
scant rainfall in the Santa Ana Valley, the 
absence of rain during the week. and a 
drying atmosphere part of the time; the 
probable shortage of the barley and hay 
crops has been increased. uats have 
made their appearance in the Anaheim 
market, and the fruit prospect is favorable 
at Tustiny. San Diegocount, clear, warm 
weather favored the growth of crops at 
Vineyard and vicinity.

The principle involved in the cooling 


properties induced by the rapid evapo- 
ration of liquids is forcibly illustrated 
in an article manufactured in this city 
for the purpose of keeping butter cool.

The upper part is filled with water and 
the vessel set over a. plate of butter. 
The water percolates through the porous 
clay and the evaporation from the out- 
side keeps the roll of butter as hard as 
if kept in an ice-chest, even in the 
warmest weather. It is a simple and 
inexpensive article, and asitis on ex- 
actly the same principle as an olla it is 
a wonder that it has never been thought 
of before.

The Wonders of the Sea. 

I love to walk along the shores of the 
sea—that great watery worlé which 
embraces the continents and holds the 
many islands upon its bosom—and think 
of the wonders that are hidden beneath 
its surface. We who live upon the land 
and cannot breathe beneath thé water, 
often wonder at the marvelous variety 
of life that the sea holds. Life is every- 
where beneath its waves, and as many 
thronging millions of living things are 
beneath its surface as are found upon 
the earth. 

Once as I was coming down from 
those far northern islands in the Bering 
Sea, of which | have told you, I caught 
a glimpse of some of the wonderful sea 
life, such as I had never before seen. 
It was a clear, starlit night, but there 
was no moon. We were far out at sea, 
with the wash of the waves all about 
us. There was not much wind blowing 
and the largest waves were those at the 
bow of the steamer’ as it plowed 
it Way through the sea. It wrs a bean-— 
tiful night, and sol went qut upon the 
deck to enjoy the radiance ot the star- 
light and that Wonderful silence which 
was all about us, save for the rush of 
waters about the ship. But looking 
over the ship’s side into the sea I saw 
the waves all crested with light. All 
the foam crests were tipped with fla 
It was the ‘“‘phosphorescence of the 
sea,’’ as itis called, in all its strange 
splendor. 
~c¥Yea 
ered its cause, sailors used to be very 
superstitious about this light, thinking 
that it forboded evil and disaster. But 
now we know that this weird effulgence 
is caused by millions of animalcules, the 
merest fraction of an inch in length. 
They belong to the lowest grades of 
animal life, and one writer tells us that 
‘closely studied, each animalcule—the 
Nactiluca by name—is in shape not un- 
like a bean. Itis curved or convex on 
its outer margin, while on the inner 
side it is concave and deeply indented. 

the hollowed side it bears a single 
tentacle or ‘‘feeder,’’ which is in active 
movement. . . . Itisa living speck 
and nothing more. Here and there it 
seems to exhibit spaces and gaps in its 
substance, and you mav discover traces 
in beginnings of definite tissues in the 
soft mass whereof it consists. This, 
then, is the Nactiluca, which emphati- 
cally constitutes the night light of the 
sea. 

‘Swarming in myriads in the waters 
of the ocean these amimalcules, under 
favorable conditions of heat and other 
phases relating to their vital activity, 
give forth the strange weird gleam you 
see shooting along the crest of the 
waves.”’ 

I do not wonder that to ignorant 
people the effect is very startling, for 
one not knowing the cause would 
naturally feel alarmed to look out upoh 
the ocean upon whose breast they were 
sailing and see what looked like flames 
about them everywhere, as if the great 
sea were all on fire; but when we cothe 
to understand, then we can enjoy this 
illumination which these millions of 
tiny things make upon the water. 

There is another little sea dweller 
that is always of interesttome. It is 
the star fish. Ihave some fine speci- 
mens thatI brought with mé from the 
Bering Sea, where I used to see them in 
the clear cold water, the five-ray stars 
of the sea. Old fishermen will tell you 
that the star fish is asort of ocean ban- 
dit,and isthe especial enemy of the 
oyster beds. and ‘they kill more oysters 
than mankind consumes.’’ Some nat- 
uralists think that ‘‘the star fish poisons 
the Oyster by inserting from its stom- 
ach, between the valves of the shell, 
some poisonous secretion, which com- 
pels the molluse to capitulate and sur- 
sender.’’ But the truth of this has 
never been fully determined. 

I wished to tell you about some of the 
other inhabitants of the ocean waters, 
but my column is iso nearly full I shall 
have to delay doing so until some other 
time.

My Dear'Stster: I; write these few lines 
hoping to find you in good health; I am at 
the State Reform School; I thought it was 
a bad place, but it is a very nice place. 
The boys are.treated just the same as the 
officers. I will make it my home until Iam 
smart enough to. be a man, and until Ilearn 
to behave myself. I am learning a trade as 
ashoemaker. The boys havea spring bed 
and a mattress and pillows, woolen blank- 
ets and a comforter; we have table cloths 
on our tables a fe get everything to eat 
that we want. It would do you good to see 
the boysdrill, Ye drill with the American 
flag before us. The men who are running 
it are very kind tothe boys. There are 
192 in the place. 1 have no time to say 
more. I wish you would write to me soon. 

Your truly brother. 

Now you see that the boys who write 
these letters are not bad boys. I sup- 
pose that many of them have not been 
taught in happy homes what is right. 
I think _of them are bri 
little chaps, who need only to be taught 
what is right to become good boys and 
useful men when they are grown to 
manhood. They will be well cared for 
in this school, and I think that most of 
them are contented and happy.

There are reasons for believing that 
this Deeming, alias Williams, alias a 
dozen other names, the multipled wife- 
murderer and phenomenal villain, whose 
crimes have covered two continents, 
was at one time a resident of Los An- 


geles for over a year, and that a worthy > 


lady of this city had a fortunate escape 
from being added to the long list of his 
victims.

1888 he is supposed to have been in 
South Africa, but there still remains 
portions of the years 1886 and 1888 
andthe whole of 1887 unaccounted 
for. This fact has been frequently re- 
ferred to in the dispatches. Efforts 
have been made to locate him, during 
the time mentioned, in London and 
elsewhere, but hitherto without suc- 
cess" 

About ten days ago a Los Angeles at- 
torney who was in Washington city on 
legal business picked up a copy of the 
New York World, containing an account 


of the Deeming tragedy, with a portrait , 


of the murderer. He wasat once struck 
by the similarity of the likeness and de- 
scriptionto man named Williams, 
whom he had known in Los Angeles in 
1887. On returning home a few days 
ago, he communicajed his suipicions te 
a representative of Tus Times, who ia- 
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stituted inquiries and 
facts were ascertained: 
HIS ARRIVAL IN LOS ANGELES. 
- During the Grand Army Encampment 
fn San Francisco in 1886 Thomas 
Bhooter, a shoemaker, of English par- 
entage, who was running a shoe shop in 
connection with a taxidermist’s busi- 
ness at No. 28 Temple street, in this 
city—a building which has since been 
demolished to make way for improve- 
ments—was in San Francisco. Shooter 
—whose shop is now on Commercial 
street—needed a man to assist him in 
his business, and coming across Charles 
H. Williams, made arrangements with

him and brought him back to Los Ange-" then deserting them. 


les. Williams was not working at the 
time, but was hanging around the shop 
of Charles Pope, a shoe-fitter on Mar- 
ket street. who has since moved to 
Shasta. Williams worked for Shooter 
fot over a year, boarding with his em- 
ployer, who is a married man. 

In the fall of 1887, toward the tail 
end of the boom, Williams asked Shoot- 
er to let him have #200, in order that 
he might go into the real estate busi- 
ness with J. J. Southworth, who is still 
in that line of business at 10144 South 
Broadway. Shooter,.who, in common 
with his wife, had by this time formed 
a decidedly unfavorable impression of 
his employé, curtly refused. Williams 
then obtained the necessary money 
from Mrs. Nannie Catching, an estima-

ble lady, well-known as a teacher of 
singing, who had been introduced to 
Williams some time previously by a 
mutual friend. 

| A MAN OF DEVIOUS WAYS. 

It was but a very short time before 
Southworth ascertained that his part- 
ner wasamanof devious ways. The 
firm had subdivided a_ tract of thirteen 
acres atthe Palms, to which business 
Williams attended, received the pay- 
ments of those who purchased lots and 
giving receipts theretor. A lady— 
stilla resident of this city—who was 
interested in the land transaction, 
warned Southwork repeatedly that she 
had no confidence whatever in his part- 
ner’s integrity and asked whether the 
money received had been paid into the 
bank. Southworth said he had no doubt 
of it, but on inguiry found that not a 
cent had been deposited. He taxed 
Williams with his duplicity, but the lat- 
ter bluffed him off, declaring it was all 
a mistake. On the following day 
Southworth, after making assurance 
doubly sure, told Williams he would 
give him just one hour to make the 
matter straight. Shortly afterward, 
passing the bank, he saw Williams pay- 
ing the money in. 

HIS MARRIAGE. 

In January, 1888, Williams was mar- 
ried to Mrs. Nannie Catching, whom he 
appears to have inspired with a feeling 
of deep regard for him. Several of the 
lady’s friends, who had learneg of the 


“contemplated step, warned her strongly 


against it, but, with a true woman’s 
faith and devotion, she resented the im- 
putations cast upon the character of 
the man who had secured her affections. 
Shortly after the marriage, Mrs. Catch- 
ing gave her husband authority to draw 
from time to time against an amount of 
several thousand dollars which she had 
on deposit in the Los Angeles National 
Bank, the savings of a number of years. 
Williams promptly drew all the money, 
in three checks, decamped, and has not 
since been heard of, 
HE CAME FROM AUSTRALIA. 

Williams came from Australia. It 
has since been ascertained that he had 
worked fora time as traveler for the 
shoe house of Hunter & Co. of Sydney, 
under the name of Mitchell. He wasa 
man of agreeable and insinuating man- 
ners, a good conversationalist and 
much of a boaster. He would fre- 
quently talk of the large sums he had 
made in the mines in Australia, where 
he professed to have been a great sport- 
ing man. He had a good voice and fre- 
quently went to singing parties, at one

of which he met Mrs. Catching. While 

boarding with the Shooters he always 

insisted on having a light in his bed- 

room, saying that he was nervons at 

night. 


POINTS OF COINCIDNCE. 

There are many small points of coin- 
cidence between Williams and the man 
under arrest in Australia. The latter 
was good at singing and organized a 
concert on board ship. The Wiliams 
who was here was a ‘‘handy”’ man, with 
a good smattering of mechanical and 
engineering knowledge. He once fixed 
a watch, when it was ouc of order, for 
the attorney above referred to, who ex- 
pressed surprise at his ability in that 
line, when he remarked that he had 
done watchmaking in his time. 

In a moment of confidence he confided 
to Mrs. Shooter that he had been mar- 
ried in Australia and hadachild. He 


_ referred in a brutal manner to the pre- 


vious wife, telling how he had once left 
her sticking in aswamp up to her waist, 
and had made faces at her, and how, 
afier her death, he had danced for joy 
on her grave. He wasaman who had 
great power over women, who were at- 
tracted toward him without apparent 


reason. He was always talking about 
marrying somebody with money and 
seeking introductions to women of 
means. 


Williams, like the’man under arrest at 
Melbourne, was a Free Mason. He 
showed badges of the order, but ex- 
pressed a disinclination to affiliate with 
the local branch. He was also a mem- 
ber of the St. George's Society, of 
which Mr. Shooter was one of the 
founders, and after his departure an 
Odd Fellows’ withdrawal card was 
found among his effects bearing the 
ame of Mitchell. 

STORIES OF HIS PAST LIFE. 

Williams told many stories about his 
past career and frequently contra- 
@icted himself. He said he had two 
Brothers who bad got away with all the

property left by his father when he 
died. He was fond of boasting about 
the money he*had made and the big 
parts he had played in life. : 

Among the intimate associates of 
Williams when he was here was Charles 
E. Lloyd, formerly in the real estate busi- 
ness at No. 28 South Broadway, now in 
the same line of business in San Fran- 
cisco. He used to attend parties and 
sing with Williams, Theattorney above 
referred to remembers well how, on one 
occasion, when he was traveling to San 
Diego with Lloyd and Williams he—the 
attorney—was telling how he had con- 
victed a.man in Iowa 
marr women _for their money an 

Williams became 
remarkably excited during the narra- 
tive, to which he gave intense atten- 
tion, and something in the man’s actions 
led the attorney from that day to enter- 
tain the conviction that the man was a 
criminal, although there were at the 
time no apparent reasons for such be- 
lief. 

AVERSE TO BEING PHOTOGRAPHED. ~ 

Like the man now in jail at Mel- 
bourne Williams was always averse to 
having his picture taken. Mrs. Catch- 
ing has no portrait of him, and it is only 
by accident that a likeness of the man 
isin existence. The Shooter family, 
with a number of friends, went to a pic- 
nic in Millard’s Cafion, back of Pasa-. 
dena, and Williams was one of the 
party. When a proposal to photograph 
the group was made Williams could not 
well avoid being taken with the rest, 
and he js shown in two different views, 
which Mr. Shooter has in his posses- 
sion, representing the party grouped in 
front of the’falls. Williams, who hasa 
revolver strapped around his waist, 
looks, in his outing costume, much of a 
desperado. In one of the views his 
face bears a striking resemblance to the 
published portraits of the Australian, 
murderer. An,,enlarged reproduction 
of this portrait is given herewith. 

A STRIKING RESEMBLANCE. 

Both Mr. Shooter and his wife are 
strongly of the opinion, from what they 
have read and from portraits published, 
that Williams and the man Deeming are 
one and the same. Southworth, the 
former partner of Williams, on being 
shown the portrait in the New York 


resemblance. He had no idea who the 
man was whose portrait was shown him, 
nor will he probably know until he sees 
this. The recognition by the attorney 
who knew Williams—a gentleman who 
objects to the disclosure of his name at 
present—has already been referred to. 
Alone of those who knew Williams and 
have veen seen, Mrs. Catching declares 
she can observe noresemblance. The 
lady is, besides—and quite naturally so 
—averse to having the matter publicly 
discussed, but the indications appear to 
be sufficiently strong to warrant the 
printing of this article in the interests 
of justice. If the Charles H. Williams 
of Los Angeles and the Albert Willlams 
of Melbourne are the same, Mrs. Catch- 
ing has reason to thank Providence that 
the man succeeded in obtaining her 
money so easily. 

Finally, it is stated, that the. reason 
why Williams skipped from Los Ange- 
les so suddenly as he did, was that he 
was recognized on the street by a lady 
from Ohio. Ina dispatch published in 
Tse Times of Friday it was mentioned 
that a photograph, with an Ohio imprint 
on the back. was found among the Aus-

DEEMING’S CRIMES. 
The romance of crime hardly fur- 
nishes a parallel to the career of the 
man Deeming, alias Williams, alias 
alias Drew, alias Swanson. 
He was arrested the middle of March, 
upon information furnished the police 
of Melbourne by the occupantsof a 
house in Windsor, a suburb of that city, 
which he had just vacated. The new 
tenants fouud the floor of the fireplace 
in bad condition. Workmen sent to 
mend it noticed an odor and tore up 
the cement. Underit they found the 
body of a woman, who was identified as 
Deeming’s wife. The skull was frac- 
tured and the face was beatenin. The 
throat was cut sothat the head was 
almost severed from thetrunk. The 
body was in a night gown, and was 
wound tightly from neck to ankles with 
heavy cord. 
This woman was a Miss Mather, 
whom Deeming had married in Liver- 
pool during the previous September. 
The facts were telegraphed back to 
England and recalled to the people of 
Liverpool the mysterious disappear- 
ance of another woman who had visited 
Deeming at Denham Villa in Rainhill, a 
fashionable suburb of Liverpool, shortly 
‘before he married Miss Mather. 
Appreciating that curious tendency of 
criminals to repeat their crimes in 
identical detail, the Liverpool police de- 
cided to dig under the fireplace of the 
Denham Villa. Butlittle of the cement 
had been*removed when an unmistak- 
able odor was perceived. Just under 
the cement they came upon the bodies 
of three children. Two of them had 
been apparently becween 5 and 7 years 
oid. There throats were cut and the 
bodies were dressed only in night shirts, 
which were crusted with bloodand dirt. 
Just beneath them lay the body of a 
girl of about 12 years, clothed only in 
a night shirt. There were no wounds 
on her body, and the police say she was 
strangled. Some two-and-a-half feet 
beneath the cement, and further from 
the wall, was found the body ofa tall 
woman. There was an end of rope 
around her neck and her throat was cut. 
A baby’s body with the head crushed in, 
was stillin her arms. Mother and baby 
had been wrapped up tightly in an 
eiderdown quiit, which was wound with 
heavy cord at the neck andankles. The 
woman wore a wedding ring and guard, 
silk underclothing aud silk stockings 
and fine boots. : 

Deeming, or Arthur Williams, as he 
then called himself, arrived in Rainhill 
early in July last and took a suite of 
rooms at the Commercial Hotel. He 
showed large sums of money and had a 
free and easy air. 

He was supposed to be a Yankee, or a 
Canadian, but nothing positive could be 
learned as to his former life. He wasa 
capital story teller and in conversation 
betrayed a wide experience in the colo- 
nies and on the continent. His two pe- 
culiarities were that he would never 
talk about his own affairs and would not 
allow himself to be photographed. 

He soon rented Denham Villa, met 
and married Miss Mather, a local belle, 
and carried her offto Australia, whence 
she wrote back to her mother the most 
enthusiastic accounts of his affectionate 
devotion. On December 15 both he and 
her daughter wrote Mrs, Mather, dwell- 
ing upon. their mutual happiness. 
Within ten days, or before Christmas, 
the young wife’s body was under the 
fireplace and Deemtng was off paying 
court to a girl of 19 who, her parents 
say, was considering his proposal of 
marriage when he was arrested for 
murder,

RAILROAD AFFAIRS. 


There Will Be no Reduction of 


Rates, 


For Mr. Stubbs Says He Don’t Think 
There Will. 


The Latest Information About San 
Francisco’s New Railroad. 


The Sabscriptions for it Made Condition. 
ally—Another Reduction of Trans- 
continental Passenger Ti 
—Loocal and Personal. 


It appears, after all, that the repo 
reduction of deciduous fruit rates east- 


‘ward by the Southern Pacific was er- 


roneous, and the newspaper commenda- 
tion bestowed upon that company for 
the generosity thus displayed was pre- 
mature. A press dispatch from San 
Francisco says that Vice-President 
Stubbs, of the Southern Pacific, was 
asked concerning the reported reduction 
in fruit-shipping rates and said there 
was no truth in the report. 


“Fruit men have asked for a reduc-’ 


tion on the present carload rate of $200 
to Chicago,’’ said he, **but my private 
opinion is there will be no reduction on 
frnit rates this year. I think the fruit 
men @o not need it, and I think the rail- 
roads cannot afford it. This is only my 
opinion. The matter is to be settled at 
the meeting in Chicago in May.”’ 

‘Will the Southern Pacific oppose 


-such reduction at the transcontinental 


meeting?’’ was asked. 

“T don't say they willeither favor or 
oppose,’’ was the response; ‘‘we cannot 
sav what the policy may be forty-eight 
hours in advance. My opinion, asI say, 
is that there will be no reduction this 
season. We have planned, andI think 
it will go into effect, an expedited 
freight train service for fruit especially, 
to run daily from Sacramento and to 
reach Ogden in forty hours. The de- 
tails are yet to be arranged. I have no 
doubt the Union Pacific and other lines 
will make connections so as to get cars 
to Chicago in 118 hours, or about four 
days andahalf. The average time now 
is about ten days.”’ 

ABOUT THE NEW ROAD. . 

The universal belief that California 
will stand still until it has an independ- 
ent competing transcontinental rail- 
road makes people eager to believe 
every story told about projected roads. 
For this reason the project of Messrs. 
Cleveland and Sonntag, said to be 
backed by twenty-eight capitalists, is 
regarded by many as a settled thing. 
So far it has not been presented to 
the public in its true light, says the Ex- 
aminer of the 15th. The inside fact is 
that the two promoters have laid their 
plan before a number of capitalists. and 
received encouragement from twenty- 
eight of the wealthiest men here, 
These capitalists have said in effect, 
‘if you can build the road for the price 
you say ($15,000,000,) can lay it out 
on reasonable grades and can show that 
it will pay interest on its cost, we will 
take $4,000.000 of bonds. To assist 
the promoters to demonstrate the feasi- 
bility of their scheme, the twenty-eight 
gentlemen have subscribed smali sums 
to pay for the preliminary surveys. 
They have done that because they wish 


to help the State and not as an invest- 


ment. 


Messrs. Cleveland and Sonntag are 
engineering the scheme as a money 
proposition; the other gentlemen have 
the same motive. Mr. Cleveland is im- 
mediately concerned about the fate of 
a concession that he holds from the 
Nevada Legislature. The authority 
the latter gave to the counties of the 
State to bond themselves for $8000 
per mile fora road running east and 
west across the State through their re- 
spective limits was in his interest. 
The concession runs some two years 
yet, and he hopes by this railroad 
scheme totake advantage of it. By 
means of it the new line has a chance 
of obtaining about $2,000,000. Thus 
the line will be helped along by means 
of this money, but just what Cleveland 
wants from tbe new road for this con- 
cession is not public information. Pos- 
sibly no one knows but himself so far, 
and probably he may get a good deal 
for it in the event of the scheme matur- 
ing. Heevidently thinks the prospect 
of making a snug sum promising, how- 
ever, because he has been in this city 
continuously for almost three months 
working it up and talking of ais con- 
cession. 

The Chronicle says that the com- 
peting road attracts mich attention, 
and is the subject of a good deal of in- 
quiry. That funds will not be lacking 
for the building of the road is becoming 
steadily more evident. The bank in 
which the first deposits of the subscrib- 
ing members have been placed, it is 
no longer a secret, is Donohoe-Kelly’s, 
Joseph Donohoe himself being a member 
of the new association. The bonds of 
the road of the denomination of $500 
and $1000 will be issued for twenty- 
five years and interest will be at the 
rate of 5 per cent. per annum, payable 
half yearly in advance. Nevada will 
give a bonus amounting to about .$1,- 
500,000. The counties of White Pine, 
Eureka, Lander, Washoe and Churchill 
in Nevada will contribute a subsidy of 
$8000 a mile. If the contemplated 
route be followed the road will be about 
ninety miles shorter than the Central 
Pacific’s line.

Now, if that talked-of railroad were 
built between Los mages and Pioche, 
Nev., it would be handy for the crowds 
that would want to go to the new El 
Dorado discovered in that vicinity. As 
Director W. H. Workman, of the Ter- 
minal road, has often said, there is 
plenty of uncovered treasure about the 
Pioche region, and a railroad should be 
built to it. 


It 8 announced thata new sleeping- 
car line will be inaugurated on April 
24, to run from San ancisco to Chi- 
cago, by way of Salt Lake City, the 
Denver and Rio Grande, passing through 
the Royal Gorge by daylight. At Den- 
ver the car connects with the Rock 
Island’s fast train No. 6, which lands the 
passenger in Chicago at 7:45 in the 
morning. a proper time for making 
connections for points east of that city.
